In the center of the convention the Pennsylvania and 
New York delegates sat quietly. 
*The dem onstration was carried on m ost strenuously from the galleries 
and Woo supporters ran up and own the aisles in th e midst of the delegates, 
shouting “whoop it up." 
Banners bearing ‘‘its Wood." 
“ Lets go," w ere waved aloft before the 
cheering delegates.
